He  was  a Christian  gen- 
tleman of  the  first  order  and  we  know  his 
daily  life  must  have  been  a ringing  testi- 
mony to  the  practical  working  out  of  a 
Christian  experience  in  our  college,  where 
he  was  called  upon  to  rub  shoulders  with 
every  class  of  men.  So  he  impressed  us  the 
many  times  we  were  privileged  to  be  in  his 
company.  His  example  will  live!  His  gen- 
tle deeds  and  words  will  bear  fruit ! His 
passing  from  among  us  is  just  a promotion 
into  a better  country,  “Even  as  heaven,”  and 
it  has  come  to  pass  as  the  Master  said ; “Be- 
cause I live  ye  shall  live  also!”  That  thrills 


us!  There  we  have  a message  of  hope  and 
comfort.  Behind  the  shadow  God  is  keeping 
watch  over  His  own.  We  take  courage  and 
recall  to  mind  the  last  verse  in  Thanatopsis : 

“So  live,  that  when  thy  summons  comes  to 
join 

The  innumerable  caravan,  which  moves 
To  that  mysterious  realm,  where  each  shall

His  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death,

Overcoats  should  be  taken  out  about  this 
time,  that  is  if  you  can  find  the  ticket.  The 
season’s  display  is  in  various  sizes,  which  is 
right  and  fitting.  Child’s  is  showing  a 
splendid  line,  but  great  care  and  skill  should 
be  exercised  when  making  your  selection 
and  exit.

Smart  Evening  Waistcoats

The  smart  evening  waistcoat 
for  both  dinner  jacket  and  dress 
coat  is  made  of  washable  white 
pique  cut  in  one  of  the  three 
ways  shown  above.  Note  that 
all  of  these  waistcoats  are 
backless,  which  is  the  most  com- 
fortable way  of  cutting  them, 
and  undoubtedly  now  the  most 
popular.  For  dinner  jacket 
wear,  a waist  coat  with  a V- 
shape  opening,  instead  of  the 
more  rounded  opening  illustrat- 
ed in  the  centre,  is  preferable, 
for  when  the  dinner  jacket  is 
buttoned,  the  line  of  the  silk 
faced  lapels  and  gives  sym- 
metry to  the  turnout.  The 
waistcoat  illusrated  in  the  cen- 
tre is  ideal  and  very  smart  for 
a dress  coat,  but  since  all  smart 
waistcoats  are  very  short- 
waisted,  the  space  between  the 
bottom  of  the  waistcoat  and  the 
opening  of  the  shirt  front  is 
very  narrow,  and  a man  to  be 
properly  dressed  must  wear 
braces  with  his  evening  trous- 
ers. The  topmost  waistcoat  is 
a very  smart  design  and  is  a 
copy  of  one  designed  and  made 
by  Poole  of  London  for  the 


One  is  very  apt  to  think  of 
socks,  with  the  exception  of  golf 
stockings,  as  just  socks,  but  it 
makes  a great  difference  in  any 
man’s  appearance  whether  he  is 
wearing  the  right  or  wrong 
socks  for  the  suit  or  the  shoeis 
he  has  on.  Generally  speaking, 
socks  can  be  divided  into  the 
following  classes  and  should  be 
worn  with  the  following  shoes.
